London, April 9.— In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, Sir Edward Grey, replying to 
an interrogation by Sir Geo. Baden-Powell, 
said that the government has reooived no 
proposal that they advance money to pay 
damages awarded to ooalora under the award 
of the Paris tribunal pending tho settlement 
of their claims by the United StateB. 

Sir Edward J. Harland asked whother 
Sir Edward Groy was awaro of tho fact that 
tho United States government had appoint- 
ed a ot lmiBsion to examlno into tho ques- 
tion of tho Nicaraguan canal and to survey 
the proposed route of tho oanal 1 Would 
the British government appoint a commis- 
sion to oo-operate with that of the United 
States '{ 

Sir Edward Groy ropliod that he was 
awaro of the appointment of the United 
States commission, and thab a board of in- 
quiry, consisting of three ODolneors, had 
been ordered to report bofore November 4. 
Tho British government, he said, oould hot 
consider tho question of sending anyone to 
aot with the American commission unless 
the United States desired auch co-operation. 
The Britlah government are fully sensible of 
the great importance of tho question, and in 
the ovect of tho oanal enterprise being un- 
dertaken by the American governmont 
would take oaro lh»t British trade and com- 
merce rooeived as fivorable terms as these 
accorded to other nations. 

The Morning Post to-morrow will print a 
dispatch from Friedrioharuhe saying that 
Frinoe Bismarck's health is lees satisfactory 
than is to be desirod, This la the result of 
the recent fotoa and receptions, whioh over- 
taxed tho old Chancellor's atroDgth. It is 
doubtful, tho dispatch says, whether the 
Prince will bo able to receive all the other 
deputations that were to havo visited him. 

Madrid advices state that tho offioial 
Gazette appears to-day with a black bordor 
and oontains a formal announcement of the 
loss of the cruiser Roina Rogonto, with an 
expression of the doep sorrow felt by the 
Queen Regent and tho government over the 
disaster, 

Tho New South Walea assembly, by a 
large majority, haa passed the motion to 
reduce the salary of the Governor-General 
to £5,000. 

Tho projoot to hold a special session of the 
parliament of Viotoria (Australia) for the 
purpose of discussing aaritT reform haa been 
abandoned. 

The general elections in Denmark have 
resulted in a great victory for the radloala, 
who will havo a small majority in the folk- 
enthing. Copenhagen is exoited ovor the 
unexpeotod defeat of the conservatives. 
Seven socialists, five radicals and four right 
iats have been returned iu that city. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to the Central 
News says that Japan has soizad the British 
steamer Ylksang with a quarter of a million 
cartrldei. 

Before a crowded house yesterday the 
Speaker of tho House of Commons, Right 
Hon. Arthur Wellesley Peel, announced ha 
resignation And delivered hia farewell ad- 
dress. 

A Calcutta dispatch suye thab the tribea 
north of the Swat river were again defeated 
in a fight with the British last evening. It 
ia reported that the freo-booter Umra Khan 
haa withdrawn hia troopa from Chitral. 
Thia, if truo, will reliovo tho Britiah garri- 
Bon in tho Chitral forta. 

It ia reported from Chriatianla that tho oa- 
timatoa^to bo submitted to tho 8torthing 
cause muoh commont. They gavo fresh 
impotuB to the wild rumora of an impending 
war betwoon Norway and Swodon. Tho 
oatlmatea far oxoeed any amounta previ- 
ously required. The sum of §4,000,000 ia to 
bo devoted to tho construction of ironclads. 
In addition large credits will bo aBked for 
tho purchaso of munitions of war, and for 
tho completion of forts in Tonsburg horbor. 

Col. Shorvington, on English officer, who 
was commander-in-chief of the Malagasy 
army, haa resigned, owing to a disagreement 
with tho Hovaa government. Tho Fronoh 
cruisers Papin and Du Petit Thouare, after 
boing attacked by a land battery, bombard- 
od tho Hovn8 at Foerafat, near Tamatavo. 
Tho roply of tho Hovas waB without effoot. 

Tho annual report for I.S94 of the Minora' 
Federation of Groat Britain, tho largest 
body of organized labor in tho world, has 
boon issued. It contains somo aBtounding 
figures. Tho groat atrlko und lookout of 
1893-94 involved an oxpondituro of $423,000, 
and thia ontiro aum was raised by levies on 
tho various districts.

This sentiment waB greatly 
oheered. The other speoohea were appro- 
priate and well received. 

Ttie Depaty Minister of Marine wired 
Coljnol Prior, M.P., to-day atating that the 
department will allow fishing to commence 
on the Skeena and other Northern rivers on 
tho 15th of June — two weeks earlier than 
usaal. There will be no relaxation, how- 
ever, In the close Beacon, with regard to the 
Fraser. 

Chlnose immigration returns for March 
ahow the total number of arrivals laab month 
to have been 166 aa against 174 in tho name 
month laat year. 

Tho Canadian " Soo " canal will ba open- 
ed by olectrioity. 

The International fishery commissioners 
will proceed te tho Paoifio Coast in June.

F. Wood, Solioitor General Curran and 
Sir Adolphe Ciron, Lord Aberdeen, re- 
plying to the toaab of hia healbh, aaid 
relablve to oonfederation that he had no 
doubt Borne day the queatlon would bo satis- 
factorily solved. Sir Jamea Grant, M.P., 
proposed tho boasb " Our GueBta," speaking 
atrongly In favor of union with Newfound- 
land. 

Hon. Robert Bond, in replying, dealt ex- 
tensively with the resources of Newfound- 
land, denying that the ialand is bankrupt 
and pointing to the fact that when the crash 
oame there were §4,500,000 depoalbed in the 
bank, or aboub §20 per capita. He hoped 
the result of the conference would be that 
terms of union could bo arranged between 
both parties which would be satisfactory to 
all conoernod. 

Hon. Messrs, Morrla, Emerson and Har- 
wood apoke in similar strain, after which 
the toast to the Parliament of the Dominion 
of Canada waa propoaed. Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell replying aaid that it ia the duty of 
all partioa in Canada to do what they can 
to accomplish tho union of Canada and New- 
foundland.

THE TRAPPERS' WORK. 

Vancouver, April 9. — (Special) — Furs 
are not so plontiful aa during laab spring, 
the chief reason givon being ihat tho less 
skilled Indian hunter ia taking the place of 
tho export whito trapper. Trapping is a 
vocation requiring great skill and experi- 
ence, and though hunting ia tho natural 
callirg of the rrd man hia white brother can 
toaoh him in every branch of the trade. 
Ho will eoldom ehoob oub of soason ; ho will 
clean his skins hotter, ["und if an expert 
hunter ho will trap everything thoro is in 
the vicinity, while an Indian will catch ono 
animal but Bob his trap in auch a way bhab 
bhe woundod croaturo haa painful leisure to 
warn other animals of danger. A whito 
trappor who knows his businoaB will aob hiB 
trap for boaver so that when the beavor is 
caught it is pulled out of Bight under water 
and drowned, and the rest of tho family do 
not see its death struggles. 

Thoro are fow export white trappors liv- 
ing in tho vicinity of Vancouver, bub those 
that aro hero, it is said, avorago §100 a week 
during tho soason. A Britiah Columbia 
trappor can tell by myBteriouB signs, un- 
known to ordinary mortals, the present or 
recent proximity of any fur-boaring animal. 
An export rccontly demonstrated to a fur 
dealor that, on a spot 100 yards squaro, four 
miles from Vancouver in tho wooda noar 
water, thero had been in the past week 
boar, beaver, marten, obbor, mink and coon ; 
bhe boar was easily traced by its droppings, 
but all the other animals wero known by 
different distinctive ;.-ocuIiaritieB. Prom 
these indications ib would appear thab civili- 
zation Ib not driving fur-boaring animals 
away very faBt ; already thia Bpring fur- 
boaring animals have boon oaught in the out- 
skirts of Vanoouvor, and boara aro aaid to 
be numerous quite oloee to the oity. Thia 
week a fir treo a foot and a half through 
waa discovered juat ab tho olty limita gnawed 
almoBt in two by beavers. It had boon in- 
tended for a dam and was gnawed with 
auch prociaion that a alight push sent it 
tumbling across a stream close by. Tho 
work of tho beavers of Britiah Columbia 
sJiowb that tho little animal oan gaugo tho 
spot whoro a tree will fall hotter than a man 
often doos. 

Though marten have advancod in prioo 
they aro moro plontiful than usual this 
spring, and thore aro moro silver akin and 
cross fox oast of tho Cascades. Deer skins 
aro nob in no good demand aB UBual, princi- 
pally owing to tho fact that gloves, etc, are 
boing mado out of leas expensive matorial 
whioh answers tho purpose. Tho fur mar- 
kot is holding well in npilo of tho hard 
tlmoB ; tho long spell of cold weather taking 
an unuaually largo number of fura out of tho 
market.

John Sewell Batea, oommitted for trial by 
tho Police Magistrate on a ohareo of bigamy, 
appeared beforo His Honor Judge Bole yes- 
terday and elected to stand trial under tho 
spoody trialB aob. Tho day of trial waa 
fixed for the 25th innt. Mr. A. H. Mao- 
Neil, counsel for the prisoner, rcquoated 
that bail bo allowed, and His Lordship flxod 
tho amounb at $500 for himaolf, with two 
auretles of $'250 oach. Bitoa, lb is believed, 
waa unable to procure tho neciissary 
amount and will be sonb to New Westmin- 
ster jail. 

WESTJUXSTEK. 

New Westminster, April 9. — Tho 
spring salmon run is now larger and tho 
oatch por boat has boon from fivo to ten 
fish. The fiah are in prlmo oondition and 
of a good size. A much larger number of 
boats are out this season than in formor 
yearB. 

Tho farmora in tho rural distrlot are now 
very buBy seeding. The very fino spring 
woather experienced and tho certainty that 
thore will be practically no froshot flood this 
year haB encouraged many of tho farmers to 
put in a much larger aoroago than has ever 
been in crop bofore. Tho future is there- 
fore most promising for all aa prosperous 
farmers mean prosperity all round, and 
certainly the honest, hardworking ranchers 
are entitled to all that good timea can bring 
them. 

Tho city council have passed a resolution 
urging the Dominion government to proceed 
at tho earliest possible date with tho crea- 
tion of the drill shed so badly needed ; also 
another asking from the Dominion a sub- 
stantial grant in aid of the bridge. 

Tho McGillivray pipe worku started up 
again yesterday ; they are manufacturing 
pipo for tho Cariboo mining oompany. 

A coroner's jury inquiring into tho death 
of James Holt, accidentally drowned at 
Eburn, brought out the fact thab Holt was 
resuscitated after being taken from tho 
water in a condition of suspended anima- 
tion. He however died afterwards owing to 
the water not being taken from the lungs. 

NANAIHO. 

Nanaimo, April 9. — A coal miner named 
Dan McKeegan was killed and another 
named F. Cook was badly injured by an 
accident in the Esplanade shaft this morn- 
ing. The roof gave way, and the men wore 
hold down under a mass of rook. It took 
tho rescuora an hour to dig them out, and 
then it waa diacovered thab MoKoogan had 
diod. Cook waa oonvoyed to his home and 
his injurioa attended to by Dr. McKeohnie. 
The deceased leaves a wife, known to Sal- 
vationiata as the " Scotch Laaaie," and two 
children. 

John Jess, employed in the now shaft at 
Union, mot with an aocldont on Saturda> 
night which caused hiB death. He was on- 
gaged in loading a bucket when a piece of 
rook fell and atrnok him on the back, over 
the heart. He died in seven minutes. Tho 
romains wero taken to Vancouvor, whore hiB 
relatives are. 

The net financial result of tho second an- 
nual poultry show recently held here was a 
deficit of $102.47. The receipts, including 
$341 in donations, woro $1,014.

THE BIG BEND. 

Its Principal Locations and What Has Been 
Done on Them. 

(Continued from the Kootonay Mall.) 
Next above tho North Star, one-half mile 
long, is a claim owned by William Kirkup 
and Andy Whalen (deceasod). It is a 
hydraulic claim, prospects woll, and some 
gold wbb takon out last summer. The re- 
mainder of tho orook to tho head waters 
was worked out to bedrook in tho early 
time. 

The bead of McCullooh oreek was named 
Groundhog basin by tho early miners. Aa 
many probably na thirty quariz olalms havo 
been located there, Some of thorn asaay 
well ; free gold oan bo soon in noarly all of 
thorn; veins usually 8 to 15 inohoa wide; 
but nn development work has boen dono on 
any of them, 

Fronch oreek flows into Gold Btream, 
twolve miloa above tho Columbia river. 
Tho firsb location on the oreek ia tho Hon- 
duras, a benoh claim, ownod by MoBae and 
Madson. A tunnel haB boen driven about 
40 feet, and tho owners uro proparing to 
work ib noxb summer. The next half mile 
ia called tho Nugget, a placer claim, ownod 
by Thomas Hennessey and Georgo Fisher. 
Fivo men havo worked all summer and 
three this wintor. A shaft is boing sunk to 
bedrook, and the intention is to work right 
along. Shaft house, pump and hoiBtlng 
works aro roady, and it ia likoly that gold 
will bo takon out from tho starb. 

Tho next looation ou the oppoaito or oasb 
side of tho creok is a bonch olaim, ono half 
milo long, owned by a Falrhavon or Balling- 
hann B*y company. They havo had five 
mon omployed during tho summer and are 
proparod to begin oarly this spring. They 
havo already taken out gold und havo much 
encourogemonb. 

The Gold Hill nexb abovo on tho woBt 
Bide of tho oreek, ono mile long, iB owned 
by AngUB Beaton and Frank Vandall. Thoy 
havo had five mon employed all Bummor 
and four a portion of the winter. This is 
ono of tho best claims on French oreek and 
has proved ita value by produoing about 
$0,000 lasb summer, although held back two 
months by high water. 

The Consolation Co., 2K mileB'from Gold 
Btream, haa .'1,100 feeb of placer ground, and 
has kept ton men ob work all Bummer. Tho 
Juno flood caused sorioua damage which was 
ropaired ab a coat of about $5,000 bosides 
uauBing fivo months losb timo. Since Aug 
nab, 1S9.3, about S12.O0O haa been taken oub, 
$5,000 of this umount being sinoo tho flood 
repairs woro finished. A valuable proporty, 
and owned by Geo. Laformo, John Swooney, 
O. B. Williams and Jamoa McCroary. 

Above and adjoining is the Little Falls, 
one-half mile long, Frank Hilton, manager, 
on which tho five owners are now sinking a 
Bhaft. This Is the old McLain or railroad 
alaim, originally christenod the Exoelalor, 
and ia believed to be a good ono. French 
Creek is about twenty-five miles long, but 
no locations havo been made above tbreo 
miles from its mouth— beyond are beaver 
meadows and timber. 

On Gold Stream, near its mouth, Harry 
Howard and five others have taken plaoer 
claims, 100 feet each, and are working in 
company, wlngdaming, building flumes, and 
will be ready for sluicing as soon as tho 
wator gets low enough. Next above, Char- 
lie Norloins and partners have 600 feet — 
havo wing-damB mado and are roady for 
sluicing. They had big luok last yoar. 
Above them MoBae, Madsen, McFarlane 
and Keeley have a-half mile loaBod ground 
and are getting ready for spring. 

On Game's Creek, a company, composed 
of promineni Bovelstoko men, is putting in 
a wing-dam. A splendid yield of dust is 
looked for aa Boon as bedrock can be clean- 
ed up. 

On Smith creok there are two companies 
operating, both located on hydrauliu pro- 
perties. One is made up of residents of Bevel- 
stoke, the other is the Chicago syndicate that 
bought out the Sol Holden mine late in tho 
fall. They aro expoctod on in a short time 
with an outfit of hydraulic machinery, and 
also thab thoy will take measures to oheapen 
the cost of freighting into the Bend by build- 
ing a Bteamor.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
§10,000, Borrowed under tho 
Authority of the " Cromatory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Bur- 
poses. 

Wiikiikah undor and by virtue of section 11 
of Tho Municipal Act Amonduiont Act, 1801, 
tho Coiporation of tho City of Victoria is em- 
powered, when it ahull havo a sum of money 
on band which haa boon borrowed for a apodal 
purpoao by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
vvhon tho Council doems it undeslrablo to ox- 
pond for auoh purpoao tho money borrowed, to 
place beforo tho ratopayors a by law ptovidlng 
for tho expending of such bum of money for 
some other purpoeo ; 

Andwiikkeas tho said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria has a aum of ten thousand 
dollaia on hand which haa been borrowed for 
tho purpose of oatabliehing a cromatory by tho 
authority of a loan by-law known aa tho 
"Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And WIIRRBAB tho Council of tho Corpora-

CURIOUS BETS MADE BY PROMINENT 
MEN IN OLD LONDON. 



A Contest In Masquerading Which Went 
to the Wrong Man — Itets on Eating and 
Drinking— Uut Lord Lome Won the Ucst 
of All TIicho Wagers. 

So far as we can go back into tho 
world's history, wa find tho rago for 
making wagors prevalent. The Romans 
had a groat inclination for betting, and 
t.aoy had a conventional form of ratify- 
ing thoir contracts, ■which consisted in 
taking from their fingor thoring, which 
tho highor olassos invariably wore, and 
giving it to tho keeping of some third 
party. In tho old days somo very ox- 
% traordinary bets woro mado. Thomas 
Hodgson and Samuel Whitehead wager- 
ed in tho castlo yard, York, as to which 
should assume tho most original char- 
acter. Umpires woro selected, whoso 
dnty it was to decido upon tho compara- 
tive absurdity of the costumes in which 
tho two gentlemen appeared. On the 
appointod day Hodgson camo boforo tho 
umpires decorated with bank notes of 
various valuo ou his coat and waistcoat, 
n row of 5 guinea notes and a long net- 
ted purse of gold around his head, while 
a picco of papor bearing tho words 
"John Bull" was attached to his back. 
■Whitehead was dressed liko a woman 
on ono sido; ono half of his faco was 
painted, and ho woro a silk stocking 
and slippor on ono leg. Tho othor half 
of his faco was blackened to resemble 
that of a negro. On tho corresponding 
Bide of his body ho woro a gaudy long 
tailed linen coat, and his log was cased 
with leather breeches, with a boot and 
spur. Much to tho astonishmont of tho 
crowd, tho stakes woro awarded to 
"John Bull. " 

Tho Dnko of Quoonsbury laid a sin- 
gular wager with Sir Charles Bunbury 
about tho ond of tho last century. Tho 
former was to produce a man who was 
to walk from his graco's house in Pic- 
cadilly, London, to tho ton milo stono 
boyond Hounslow in tho spaco of throo 
hours, advancing four stops and at ov- 
ery fourth step retiring ono step back- 
ward. Tho hot was for £1,000. Most 
probably tho Dnko of Quoonsbury had 
borrowed tho hint from a ciroumstanco 
recorded in tho history of Cathorino 
Medicis. This celobratod and beautiful 
queen mado a vow that if an entorpriso 
of consequonco in which sho was on- 
gagod should terminate successfully sho 
would send a pilgrim to Jerusalem, 
travoling on foot in tho mannor de- 
scribed. Having succeeded in her first 
point, it remained to discover a man 
with vigor and patienco enough to un- 
dertake tho journey. A citizen of Vor- 
borris, Picardy, presented himsolf and 
promised most scrupulously to accom- 
plish tho vow. Ho fulfilled his engage- 
ment with groat precision, of which tho 
queen was well assured by thoso whom 
sho had appointod to travel by his sido 
and watch his motions. 

Thero was a notorious gamblor at tho 
end of tho last century who ruinod him- 
self finally by a very extraordinary bot. 
Ho had been playing with Lord Lorno. 
Their stakes had been vory high, and 
luck had gono steadily against him. Ex- 
nsporated at his losses, ho jumped up 
from tho card table, and soizing a large 
punch bowl said: 'For onco I'll have a 
bot whon I'vo got a chanco of winning I 
Odd or oven for 15,000 guineas?" 
"Odd, " replied tho peer calmly. Tho 
bowl was dashed against tho wall, and 
on tho pieces being countod thoro proved 
to bo an odd one. 

Tho rash gamblor paid his 15,000 
guineas; but, if tradition bo correct, it 
was only by selling the last of his os- 
tatos that ho was enabled to do so. 

Hero is a record of another wagor: A 
member of parliament bot a gentleman 
well known on tho turf that a man 
should go from London to Edinburgh in 
any modo ho choso while another mado 
n million of dots with a pon and ink 
upon writing paper. 

Bating and drinking have at all times 
been tho subject of bots, and wo hoar of 
a connor, by name Aristocratio Tom of 
tho Old Lion, London, for tho trifling 
bot of a shilling undertook to drink 
three gills of lamp oil of tho most ran- 
cid and nauseous quality that could bo 
procured, which ho performed with as 
much gusto and rolisli as if it had boon 
tho most delicious cordial. Tho money 
ho had won was immediately converted 
into strong boor, which, with a penny 
loaf soaked in another portion of oil, he 
likewise swallowed. About two hours 
after this repast for another wagor ho 
swallowed 20 eggs with tho sholls in 20 
minutes, but the last having a young 
chicken in it ho complained it spoiled 
his stomach. 

Feats of strength, too, have been a 
fruitful source of wagering. In 1702 a 
wager for .€50 was mado between a Mr. 
Hopkins and a Mr. Dal ton that tho 
latter could not carry 500 sacks of flour 
weighing 20 stono 20 yards in 12 honrs. 
Mr. Dalton began tho undertaking, but 
thoro not being a sufficient nnmbor of 
sacks in tho town he used but ono weigh- 
ing 20 stono 8 pounds, which ho carried 
250 times each way 21 yards, and, not- 
withstanding ho carried above tho 
weight and tho distance ono yard moro 
than agreed upon, tho feat was per- 
formed with great oaso in sovon hours 
and 25 minutes. — Chicago Tribuna 

Surprised, but Equal to It. 
Tho marshal in a w;estori] town had 
occasion to arrest four or fivo ugly oiti- 
zens, and ho called on Mr. William J. 
Smith, hotter known as Bill, to act as a 
posso comitatus. Tho offenders woro 
found in a saloon, and Mr. Smith wont 
in thoro with the sheriff vory modestly. 
Tho sheriff 1 hadn't moro than stated his 
business when ho pullod a pistol aud 
tho crowd broke for tho back door. Tho 
sheriff fired and missed, and Mr. Smith 
tumbled tho hindermost man, tho oth- 
ers escaping. Then Mr. Smith looked at 
tho shoriff with a look of pain. "H — 1, 
Jim," he said, "why didn't you tell 
quo you was goin to open tho mootin 
[With pra'r and I'd 'a' had a full houso 
for you?"— Now York Sun. - %

to allow his son to load a lifo of foolish 
and oxpensivo idlonoss and gros3 de- 
bauchery or to purchase somo scoundrel 
of high sooial position, foroign or na 
tivo, for his- daughtor. Such a man is 
only tho moro dangerous if ho occasion 
ally does somo deod liko founding t 
collego or ondowing a chnroh, which 
makes thoso good pooplo who are also 
foolish forgot his real iniquity. 

Thoso mon aro oqually oaroloss of the 
Workingmon, whom thoy oppross, and 
of tho stato, whoso oxistonco they im 
peril. Thoro aro not vory many of them, 
but thoro is a very groat numhor of mon 
who approach moro or loss olosoly to 
tho typo, and in so far as thoy do so ap- 
proach thoy aro ourscs to tho country. 
Tho man who is contont to let politics 
go from bad to worso, jesting at tho 
corruption of politicians; tho man who 
is contont to soo tho maladministration 
of justice without an immediate and 
rosoluto effort to reform it, is shirking 
his duty and is preparing tho way for 
infinito woo in tho future.

Tho two loading foaturos of tho fa- 
mous sermon proachod by Dr. Saohovo- 
rell in St. Paul's cathedral on Nov. 5, 
1709, whioh led to his trial and all tho 
papor war which raged around his name, 
wero tho denunciation of religious tol- 
eranco aud tho upholding <tf tho doc- 
trino of uonresistanco to tho crown in 
its oxtremcst form. Tho Sachoveroll 
pamphlets consist of short and catch- 
penny lives of thoroverendhoro, several 
sermons preached by him at various 
datos, attacks by dissenting writors on 
such sorinons and thoir preacher, and 
othor sermons and roplies in support of 
I tho high church doctrines. 

Tho list of Saoheverell pamphlets is a 
record of sermons, speeches, answers, 
| letters, replios, thought, vindications 
' and considerations, with endless varia- 
tions of titlo, in long and wearisome 
prooossion. Tho total number of distinct 
and separate publications connected di- 
rectly or indirectly with tho controversy, 
enumerated by Mr. Falconer Madan 
in his "Bibliography of Sachoveroll," 
amounts to no less than 22(i, and most 
of thoso aro tracts, broadsides and 
I pamphlots of tho most ophomoral kind.

A FIRS-EATING ORIENTAL. 

The awakening of Japan and itB aotivo 
participation in the bustle of ninoteonth 
century life have surprised everybody. Her 
people had seemed like the Chineso or 
tho Arabs of the deserb, so long sta- 
tionary, that Western nations had con- 
cluded that they would continue ao 
for ever. Japan, however, has dis- 
appointed them. It baa without prepara- 
tion, as it were, entered into the spirit of 
Western enterprise and Western progress. 
Ib has adopted to no small extent European 
habitB of thought, and fashioned its govern- 
ment after European modola. Ib baa found 
the old methods of carrying on the indus- 
tries of the people unsuited to the needs of 
tho time and has adopted those of the West. 
It has learned from Western cations how to 
raise and organize ita armies, how to prose- 
cute a war, and has, under their tutelage, 
provided itself with an effective and a well- 
oquippod navy. The rapid strides, indeed, 
which Japan has made in all the arts and 
customs of Western civilization baa exalted 
the wonder of tho world. 

We are told on vory good authority that 
a little learning ia a daDgeroua thing. 
Consequently we apprehend the great dan- 
ger to this pupil nation will ariae from an 
inordinate estimate of its acquirements. It 
ia to be foared that Japan, confident that it 
has roaped the full fruitage of that knowl- 
edge of the science of war whioh In 
Europe has only been Acquired at 
the expense of unoounted troasure and 
tho shedding of eeaa of blood, will imagine 
itself fitted to cope with those cations who 
have bocome paet maaters in the art of war. 
Finding in China, with ita four hundrod 
millions of people, an easy victim, • the 
Japanese are too likely to bocome convinced 
that with them to invade means to conquer. 

That this opinion largely prevails among 
tho people of Japan we glean from the arro- 
gant utterancea of the native pross. They 
have unbounded faith in Japan's army, in 
ita navy, and in the patriotism and martial 
spirit of Its people. Their opinion of their 
nation's prowess is only equalled by tho low 
estimate in which they hold those whom 
they rogird aa thoir country's possible 
enemies. 

Ib has been aBBorted, and probably with 
truth, that Greab Britain is not prepared to 
acquiesce in tho dismemberment of tho Chi- 
noso Empire. Thia hue led tho editor of Ko- 
kumlnnoTomo, a native paper, to write amost 
bolligorent article. According to ib Eng- 
land is tho China of tho Woat, whom Japan 
may in tho near future havo also to chastise. 
England is warned that if bIio makes Japan 
her enemy " it would moan a swooping out 
of her influence in tho lOist aa well as a 
rising against her of horcolonios and aubjoot 
states." Tho truculent editor warns Lord 
Rosebcry that if England " holds a hostile 
spirit towards ue, sho must havo military 
power to carry it out, for when onco Japan 
haB taken up arum diplomaoy will havo 
nothing to do in tho matter." In ordor to 
fortify hie position tho editor appoala to his- 
tory, which ho intorprots in a vory original 
manner. 

Nor does the militant editor fail to con. 
vinco himself that with all its prestige Eng- 
land would prove an oasy viotim to tho con- 
querors of tho Chineso. What tho English 
depend upon, ho declares, la " no moro than 
tho bequest of her ancestors and of histori- 
cal glory." And in a mannor which would 
do no discredit to an American stump ora- 
tor tho Japanese editor proceods to Bhow on 
what insufficient grounds England's histori- 
cal glory ia based. It was acquired in tho 
conquost of barbarians, as in Australia or 
tho Malay peninBula, or warring against in- 
ferior numbers, as in Canada. In tho 
Crimoa Franco only uaved her from annihil- 
ation, and at Watorloo " bIio only fought 
against Napoloon when ho was olroody hur- 
rassod with Europoan arma." BeaidcB, it ia 
oloar that "England's army oan 
nob now bo dopouded upon ; and 
with her navy alono nothing could 



be done towards humiliating Japan with 
the Japanese soldiers in defence of the 
forts." In tho . event of a eontest under 
such oirouinstanoea England " mast be pre- 
pared to lose all her possessions should she 
be defeated in Japan seas, as then tho 
oharui of her Invlnolbleness would be broken 
whioh alone has caused her to be able to 
maintain those possessions. All these 
would rise up to regain their independence 
when. she would bo no longer Empress of 
the sea and her Oriental trade would col- 
lapso, making hor a second Spain." 

All thia ia enough to make the heart of 
tho Britiah lion quake, and we have the 
authority of tho Japan Mail for Baying that 
it represents quite faithfully public senti- 
ment in Jjpon. 



A SINGLES POINT. 

What we havo said about the Alaska 
boundary has not pleased the Seattle Foat- 
Intelligenoer. We are sorry that wo caccob 
agroe with our clover contemporary. Our 
contention has been very simple indeed ; 
bub, simple aa it is, tho Poat-Intelligoncer 
does nob even abtempb to meet it. 

Everything that wo havo said about tho 
assumed boundary is baaed upon tho faot 
that it starts in tho wrong direotion. The 
starting point ia described in tho Treaty of 
1825 with groab minuteness. Ib is the most 
southern point of Prince of Walea Island; 
Ib ia In labitudo 51° 10' and between tho 
131at and 133rd parallels of weat longitude 
Thoro is no dispute about this. From this 
starting point tho lino of demarcation runs 
north, or northwardly. Thoro can bo no 
differonoo of opinion about this. Now, a 
line that runs north from Capo Chaoon will 
not go near what ia now oalled Portland 
Canal. To roach that canal, or inlot, or 
channel, tho line musb procood for a consid- 
erable distance duo east, or nearly so. 

If the treaty of 1825 proporly described 
tho dlviaion between Britiah Columbia and 
Alaska, a line that runs up what is called 
Portland Canal cannot possibly be tho lino 
defined in tho troaty. In order to roach tho 
entrance of Portland Canal from tho south- 
ernmost point of Prince of Wales Island a 
jump to tho east of what looks on tho map 
to bo a hundrod miles musb bo made. Bub 
thero ia nothing about this eastern course in 
the troaty. According to that documenb 
tho lino from tho most southern point of 
Prince of Wales Island " remontere au 
cord le long do la passo dito Portland Chan- 
nel." Running north from tho point des 
cribod in the treaty the line doos run along a 
channel, and if ib is continnod ib can strike 
tho mainland at the 56th degree of north 
latitude 

Our contemporary and those who contend 
for tho lino now assumed to bo tho true one 
musb see that they start in the wrong direo- 
tion. What wonld bo thought of the sur 
veyor who, when he was instructed to atart 
from a point, cloarly defined, northwards, ran 
hla lino due east and af terwarda had the im- 
pudonco to contend that the line thus run 
was right and according to his instructions 1 

We aro qui'.o sure thab our Seattle con 
temporary sees tho difficulty thab hero pre 
Bents iteelf, for it does nob as much as men 
tlon ib. Lob our American friends stick to 
the points — Point Chacon — and go north 
from that point aa the Treaty enjoins, and 
they will find that they will nob got noar 
the line they are trying to make tho people 
beliove ia the true one. 

Wa are accused of suppressing the truth 
and of making misstatements. Wo aro cot 
conecioua of having done either the ono or 
the othor. In onr first article wo quoted 
from a Parliamentary paper which was 
evidently drawn up with much care. Artiole 
threo of tho Troaty quotod in thab paper 
was from McCulloch's Commercial Dic- 
tionary. " Portland " Channel Is nob in tho 
article as reproducod in that book. Our 
contemporary did not quote tho troaty in 
Its article on tho boundary, and when we 
aaid ib did nob we aaid whab was the simplo 
truth. Wo trust wo havo boon explioit 
enough in this article. We contend that 
our American friendB Btart in the wrong 
direction, and we need not tell thorn that in 
beginning to run a lino it is of the utmost 
importance that tho compass point exactly 
in the diroction tho description requires 
Tho loaat variation ono way or tho other 
vitiatoB tho wholo lino and tho work muab 
bo done ovor again. In this Alaska lino our 
frionds aro Bomothing liko ninoty degrees 
aatray. 

AN IMPORTANT POSITION. 

Wo truat that tho Dominion (iovernmont 
will appoint a good man to tho office of 
Warden of tho British Columbia peniton 
tiary. Exporionoo has shown that tho man 
who is to perform tho duties of that po 
sition efficiontly should bo of tho strictest 
integrity, and must bo possessed of more 
than ordinary strongth of oharaotor. Tho 
warden must nob only bo honoBb himself bub 
ho muab take measures — and carry thorn 
out — to koop thoso who aro under him 
honest. Ho muab too, bo ablo to onforco 
disciplino. Ho must bo muster of tho insti- 
tution, and must have forco enough to koop 
his subordinates in thoir placoB. Ho musb 
nob bo anyone's bool, and ho musb bo such a 
man that it will bo imposBiblo for him to 
stand by and seo things going wrong with 
oat oxorting himself vigorously to act thom 
right. 

Thoro Is a man in Westminster who is do 
olarod by all who know him to bo tho right 
man for tho plaao— ft man who haa been 
triod and not found wanting ; a man of iron 
will and of invincible integrity. Whon wo 
mention tho name of Mr. William Morosby, 
Govornor of tho jail in Now Westminster, 
ovoryono who is acquainted with him, eithor 
on tho Island or tho Mainland, will ugroo 
with ua when wo say that ib will bo hard 
to find in tho wholo Dominion a man bet- 
tor qualified than ho to fill the position of 
Wurdon of tho Ponitontlary. Ho enjoys 
tho oonfidonoo and tho roapoct of the wholo 
oommunity, ho ia a man of good ability and 



much more than average intelligence. He 
haB, besides, had considerable exporience in 
prison administration and in the manage- 
ment of men of the criminal class. 

We beliove that the appointment of Mr, 
Moresby will be popular with mon of all 
oreeda and of all ahadea of politics. If 
ho is placed at tho head of the penitentiary 
they know that it will bo woll and judl- 
oiously managed ; bhab while tho prisoners 
will bo treated with tho groatest humanity 
tho most Btringont diaciplino will be main- 
tained, and thab every official in the institu- 
tion will bo made to know his place and to 
koep ib. There will be, we are oonfidenb, 
no complainb of "irregularities" in the 
penitentiary if Mr. Moresby is made ita 
Warden. We bruob that tho Government 
will give thoir moat favorable consideration 
to the communications thab may bs for- 
warded to them recommending Governor 
Moresby for tho office.

A letter from the Mayor to Mr. Jorgen 
son asked If ho would ugreo to a paymont 
of §1,520 on tho signing of tho contract for 
tho conBtruotion of the works or other com- 
mencement ; also 25 per cont. to bo puid 
when tho work is half finished and 25 por 
oent. upon completion; upon the payment 
of tho §1,520 the plana to bathe property 
of tho oity. 

A general discussiou enBuod on tho two 
letters. 

Ald. Williams did not think the olauso 
providing for paymont on the commonoe- 
mont of tho work definite onough. Sup- 
posing the oity went on with the putting in 
of tho wasto pipe, which was really outside 
the plan, would Mr. Jorgenaen'a pay bogin 
right awoy ? 

To moot thia objootion a clauao was 
drafted to the effect that the first payment 
shall be due only when the plans are ready 
and filod. Another new stipulation made 
is that tho socond paymont shall be mado 
when tho work is three-quarters oomploted. 

Ald. Macmillan favored holding the 
last 25 per cont. for a time after tho work 
ia finiahed, in the aamo wa> as a percentage 
of a oontraotor'a money ia held, with the ob- 
ject of seeing that everything works satis- 
factorily. 

It was decided to put in a clause retain- 
ing the laBt 25 por cont. till 00 days after 
tho work ia comploted. 

Mr. Jorgensen was thon invited in, and 
tho additional conditions being road he ac- 
oeptod thorn. 

Tho contract aa amended wae then passed 
by the counoil and ordered executed. 

Tho wator committee were authorized to 
put up » shed at the lake for use during 
construction work ; and alio to arrange for 
the putting in of the waste pipo. 

The homo oommitteo were authorized to 
apond §500 in tho improvements badly 
needed at the homo. 

Tho eatimatea by-law was rooonaidered 
and finally passed. 

In reply to Aid. Hall tho Mayor aaid ho 
bad arranged to call a publio meeting for 
Saturday afternoon to consider tho Queen's 
Birthday celebration. 

The meeting then adjourned.

TRADING SCHOONER LOST. 

The "City of Paris " tbo Victim— Narrow Es- 
cape of Her Skipper. 

Cast helpless on a reef to enduro the full 
force of a Bouth-oast galo for eight hours, in 
utter darkness, waB tho trying experience of 
Captain Jones in Dodgo's cove two weeks 
ago last Friday night. Shortly before then 
ho with two othors started out from hero on 
a trading expedition along tho West Coast 
in tho Btuunch llttlo schooner City of Paris. 
Jones was In command and on ths day re- 
ferred to was tho only porson aboard. Tbo 
sohooner lay-to in Dodge's cove 
with both anchorB out. When durk- 
nesa came on a heavy aouth-oaater aroBe. 
The galo incroased in fury until the oraft 
began to drag hor anohora, and Jones boing 
approhensivo of danger hoisted jib and fore- 
sail with tho idea of avoiding it, but these 
rapidly vanished. It waa now about ton 
o'clock and the darkness was Intense While 
ho could not soo whither tho craft was 
driftiog, ho could hear only too woll tho 
roar of tho breakers, a tremendous »oa 
breaking ovor tho roof. He sot firo to a tin 
of coal oil ho hud aboard, so that ho might 
see how to attempt eseupo, but the next 
momont tho Bchoonor was dashed 
on the reef and Jonoa jumped 
for his lifo among tho surging whito caps. 
Thoro was about a foot of wator covering 
tho reef, and ho soon bocamu bonumbod 
with cold. Fortunately tho tldo was about 
at its full hoight, and by 6:30 o'olock the 
following morning tho reef waa left bare. 
Their skipper waa dlacovorod by his ship- 
mates almost dead from tho expoeuro. They 
had found it impossible to return to their 
craft during the previous ovening. Jones 
still feels tho effects of hia rough experi- 
ence. 

When the City of Paris struck she went 
to pieces immediately, bo that not a voatigo 
of hor, excopt possibly wreekago, can now 
bo seen in Dodgo's cove. The vessol is com- 
paratively now. Sho had on board in per- 
sonal property and trading merchandise 
stuff to tho valuo of ubout §300. Tho 
Bohoonor waa built in Vancouver about four 
youra ago, but was owned horo by Peter 
Johnson. Sho was a twolvo-tonnor and was 
worth §1,100, so that tho total Iobb is aomo 
§1,400. Thoro ia no insurance Tho vossol

UNFORTUNATE " VELOS." 

Stio Is In tho Sherlirs Hands and Her Watch- 
man Is In Jail. 

Soon after tho underwriters' sale of salvage 
from the wrecked Velos had sturtod yester- 
day forenoon at Provost's wharf, several 
artioloB having already beon sold, Mr. Sid- 
d&ll, deputy marshal of tho Admiralty 
court, put in an appearanoe and stopped 
the proceedings. He took possession of tho 
salvage by virtue of a writ secured by 
Messrs. Robert McCluro and Oeorgo Bing- 
ham that same morning. The writ 
was obtainod by MosBrs. McCluro 
and Kinghum through thoir legal 
advisers, Messrs. MoPhlllips, Wootton k 
Barnard, tho Bum of $1,200 boing claimed 
for salvage BorvicoB rendered to tho tug 
Velos between March 22 and 30. Tho affi- 
davits claim that Iiinghum und McCluro 
mado tho vessol faBt aftor tho wrock and on 
that account tho owners were enabled to ro- 
covor tho maohlnery and other wreekago. 
The question will hnvo to be argued in 
court. 

In tho mouutimo ono of tho men at whose 
instance the writ was iBiued is in jail charg- 
ed with stealing a compass from tho wreck. 
Bingham waa employed aa watchman of tho 
wrock and ho claima that tho compiles flout- 
ed ushoro and ho picked it up ub a momonto 
of tho Velos. Provincial conBtablo Hooaon 
arreatcd him on informution churging him 
with stealing. Bingham will come up in 
tho provincial polico court for examination 
this foronoon.

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PEACE IS PKOBABLE. 



The Expectation in Japan Now is 
That Hostilities Will Soon Be 
Abandoned. . 

Li Huner Chang's Would Be Assassin 
on Trial- Chiua's Offer 
for Peace. 



The concensus of opinion in Japan when 
the juHt-arrived Empress lefb there on 
March 30 wrb that the peace negotiations 
Initiated by China will be successful, and 
that the war will be formally deolored at an 
end before the last days of May. The at- 
tempt upon the life of Li Hung Chang is 
generally and deeply regretted in Japan, 
and seems to have been the one thing 
needed to strengthen China'a oauso by win- 
ning from tho side of tho hot-blooded war 
party a large proportion of thoir most 
representative adhoronts. United States 
Minlator Dun is quoted as having said so 
late as March 26 that ho expects and 
thoroughly believes peace will have boon 
deolared boforo the end of April. 

Viceroy Li, despite his years and the ner- 
vous exhaustion which increasing dangers 
and difficulties had brought him during ro- 
cent months, has rallied well, and even bo- 
fore the sailing of tho Empress was confi- 
dently reported as out of all danger. 
The gates of tho conference hall, tho 
Shumpanyo hotel at Shimonoseki, which 
had been closed sinco tho attempted assass- 
ination, were reopened on Maroh 28 at 3:30 
in tho oftornoon. The precautions taken 
after the shooting to prevent any imitator 
of the homicidal crauk reaching the pres- 
ence of the voteran viceroy are, however, 
continued in full force by the police. Tho 
high officials held technically blamoablo for 
the shooting, and who at once took tho 
blame upon themselves and reported them- 
selves for punishment, have not yot been 
dealt with, though others have boon ap 
pointed to tho offices they filled. 

Kcyama Toyotaro, otherwise called 
Koyama Rokunoauko, the would-be assassin 
of Li Hung Chang, was arraigned for his 
crime In the Famaguchi distrlot court on 
Maroh 26, having been taken to tho oourt 
room through the crowded streets in a jinrik 
isha guarded by an inspector and three 
pollcomen. His dress was tho regulation 
blue kimono of a prisoner, and when placed 
in the dook his handcuffs were not removed. 
His crime was classified, as had been de- 
cided by the Shimonoseki looal court, as 
" nnconsummated premoditated murder." 

During the progress of the hearing in the 
upper court tho ciroumstancea of the shoot- 
ing were neoeesarily related In minutest de 
tail to the following effect : 

The street along which tho Chinese envoy 
had to pass from the conference hall was 
lined by spectators, while a small road 
striking off to the left at the corner of the 
police station — being indeed the continua 
tion of that street along whioh the proces 
sion had to turn to reach the Chinese en 
voy'e quarters in the Insetsuji temple — was 
crowded with people waiting tosee the envoy 
when he should turn off tho main street. Tho 
corner opposite the police station was ocou 
pied as a gendarmerie station, and in front 
of this the crowd was probably loss dense. 

Prior to the appearance of Li's chair this 
young man Koyama Toyotaro— dark-brow 
ed, about 22 years of age, apparently a soshi, 
attired in a mean-looking cotton kimono, 
without a haori and wearing a calico girdle 
and a dirty pair of momohlki — was Been walk- 
ingaboutinfrontof theorowd. Tho policemen 
on duty paid no especial attention to him, 
as they had no cause to suspect that his 
presence was prompted by aught than the 
casual curiosity that had brought out the 
others of the great crowd. 

It wai wben the Viceroy's ohiir was op- 
posite the house of an umbrella maker, next 
to the Gendarmerie station, that the shot 
was fired. The police at once closed in 
upon the assailant before ho could fird ft 
seoond shot from his small, single-aotion 
weapon, and arrested him without difficulty. 
Fortunate ib was for Li Hung Chang that 
his intended murderer waB tho morest noviee 
in the use of firearms ; and fortunate, too, 
that the weapon was not a double-action 
One. 

How Koyama prooured hi? weapon, re- 
volvers at present being contraband of war, 
is thus told in the Yomiuri : 

" Koyama, whoBe antecedents as yet re 
main unidentified, arrived at Shimonoseki 
on Maroh 9, put up at the Tsukuiya hotel 
in Honcho Gcchome, and visited the storo 
of Mr. Kanamaru KeDjlro, a gun dealer at 
Honcho Nlchome, about 5 p.m. on the samo 
duy. Ho desired to buy a revolver, Btating 
that ho wanted it for his personal proteo 
tion as he was going to tho seat of war. 
After inspecting several revolvers, ho stated 
that he desired to buy a doublo uotion one 
that waa worth about seven yen. As a mat 
ter of fact, revolvers being contraband of 
war, their importation has ceased for a time, 
and thero wub not one of tho class ho desired 
in stock, the only double action weapons on 
hand cos ing over 25 yon. Koyama said 
that tho phtol was too expensive for him ; 
ho selected a 32 calibre singlo action one 
and paid 4 25 yon for it. 

" Tho salesman of Mr. Kanamaru inform 
ed Koyama that, as strict regulations in the 
matter of selling guns or rcvolvorB woro in 
force, ho must aecuro a permit from tho 
police to carry one, and ahowod him a blank 
form of application for such a permit. Koy 
ama then wont out, promising to take tho 
neceeaary Btepa to obtain tho rcquisito 
license. Two daye Inter, on March 11, 
Koyama again came to Kanamaru's storo, 
showed tho permit ho had aocurcd from tho 
police, and bought tho rovolvor ho had 
selected on htB formor visit. Ho al«o pur- 
chased fifty cartridges and paid 65 son for 
them. On both occasions of his calling at 
Kanamoru's storo ho was wearing a dotora 
of yollovv striped stuff over his ordinary 
dross, and in appearanco seemed to bo either 
a soshi or a student." 

Though tho proceedings at tho poaco con 
ference aro kept Btriotly socrot, ib is roport 
ed that Li Hung Chang has requested that 
Japan ahould bo conronb with Lho coBaion of 
tho bhing King province, to tho oast of tho 
Lia river, and of Formosa, in addition to 
payment of an indemnity of somo 250,000, 
000 yon.

Soft, Fluffy Cushions Are In Demand For 
Chairs, Couches nntl Cozy Corners— These 
Restful Affairs Slay lie Gorgeous and 
Costly or Simple and Inexpensive. 

A pleasing fashion, which it is devout- 
ly hoped has como to stay, is the one 
that demands numberless pillows and 
cushions of all sorts, shapes and sizes. 
The advent of the oushiou has ushered 
in an air of rostfulnoss and comfort 
where formerly severity and stiffness 
provailod. Indeed few crazes have re- 
sulted in such beneficent offoct3. Thoso 
inanimate comforters have provod a 
boon aliko to old and young. rognrdloss 
of sex. Pillows and cushions are by no 
moans restricted to cozy oornors in a 
lady's boudoir and family lounging or 
sitting room. Bachelors' nartments af- 
ford a rich and varied assortment, the 
number having noticeably inoroasod 
sinco tho fad for souvenir spoons gavo 
way to tho orazo for souvonir pillows. 

A gonorous supply of shapoly pillows 
scatterod about imparts an air of com 
fort to tho least inviting of rooms. Up

to dato woniou know this, and conse- 
quently theso soft, fluffy affairs aro lav- 
ishly placed on couches, chairs and 
sofas, while floor cushions aro conven- 
iently located in front of high seats and 
in corners adjoining tho firoplaco. In a 
word, ouo cannot have too many of thoso 
comforters about tho house. When the 
housewife has an oyo to decorativo ef- 
fect, sho varies tho shapes and tho cov- 
erings, and herein lies a largo field for 
tho exorcise of nrtistio taste. 

In seleoting tho materials for cover- 
ing pillows and cushions everything do- 
ponds on tho wear and tear theso affairs 
aro to oncouuter. Cushions for parlor 
and other formal rooms demand dainty 
materials and moro elaborate decora- 
tions than do thoso for tho much used 
sitting room or nursery. Whoro ele- 
gance as well as comfort is demanded 
silk faced velvet, satin and india silks, 
with embroideries and laces, combino to 
make ornamental oit'octs as well as cozy 
resting places in the apartment. 

An offective pillow is ono covorod 
with openwork scrim, with rows of rib- 
bon placed upon tho plain stripes, mado 
ovor a contrasting color of silk, with ruf- 
fle of sheer laco surrounding tho wholo. 
An india silk pillow is a very ploasant 
one to lay ouo's faco against, and when 
selected with duo regard to harmonious 
coloring tho effect is very satisfactory. 
A very airy effect is gaiuod with a 
gradation of yellow tints — as, for exam- 
plo, a yellow silk cushion, finished 
with throe ruffles of silk, oach shortor 
than tho other and ono dogroo lightor in 
shade than tho cushion, theso ruffles to 
bo all sot in tho soarn. 

Quito out of tho ordinary aro tho rose 
cushions, made in crapo and gauzo of 
any desirod color. Another unique af- 
fair is a cushion and chair back com- 
bined. This is covered with ligurod silk 
and lined with plain silk, tho two parts 
being joined together with ribbon bows. 

A comparatively now material for pil- 
lows is chamois, which is oiloctivoly 
decorated oithor with hand painted do- 
Bigns or embroidered ones. Thoso pil- 
lows aro usually finished with a rufllo 
of tho chamois cut in scallops, or tho 
rufflo may bo of silk of a corresponding 
color. Now that crochot work is again 
to tho foro, colored cushions of silk aro 
hoing covered with crocheted openwork 
in knitting silk. Wheels and medallions 
aro favorite designs in this work. An- 
other popular pillow is tho ono embroid- 
ered with disks of different sizes and 
varying colors. Cushions aro also covor- 
od with narrow ribbons feather stitched 
together, after the fashion of tho old 
timo crazy quilts, and exceedingly ef- 
fective is this cover when tho ribbons 
aro selected with an oyo to a pleasant 
combination of colors. 

Tho ever popular denims afford the 
most serviceable material for the mark- 
ing of all sorts of cushions and pillows. 
Donim possesses tho additional morit of 
withstanding the laundry, an important 
item when tho pillows aro in constant 
uso. Bluo donim enhanced with bauds 
of Irish point embroidery is deoidedly 
pleasing in effect. Denim pillows aro 
also decorated with what is known as, 
novelty braid embroidery. Tho novolty 
braid is composed of openwork medal- 



mounted on frames furnished with oas- 
tora for convenience in moving about. 

While cushions of down aro moro 
luxurious than aro thoso made of foath- 
ors, they aro also much more oxponsive. 
In many homos there acn stored away 
feather bods, ono of which would fur- 
nish liberal contents for half a dozon or 
moro sofa and chair pillows. 

Generally speaking, unless ono has 
cause to trust hor judgment in tho se- 
lection of colors, it is suggostod that 
theso lessor articles of oruamont and 
comfort bo covered with material that is 
quiot and unobtrusive in tone. Brilliant 
hues aro seldom used by tho uninitiated 
with artistio effect unless it chances 
that thoy afford a docidod oontrast to 
pomo sobor covorod chair or couoh. A 
bright rod cushion on a slato colored 
chair would prove pleasing, for iustanco, 
but unless ono is quito cortain that a 
high color will harmonize with tho sur 
rouudings it is wisor to soloot quiet 
hues that will prove inoffensive, if not 
artistically corroct.

Doau Hole, in hisrecouf book, "Jloro 
Memories, " foils an amusing story of 
how an old woman got tho bettor of her 
clergyman in an argument. Tho villago 
ohurohyard was overcrowded, oxcopt on 
its sunless norfchernside, in which tho 
suicide was buried. One day tho vicar, 
while visiting a poor old woman who 
was nigh nuto death, thought ho would 
try to got her consent to bo buriod in 
tho roomy northern plot 

Ho began by assuring hor that tho 
common aversion to burial in any par- 
ticular portion of consecrated ground 
was a silly projudico and a foolish su- 
perstition. Then ho besought her, as a 
porsonal favor to himsolf and as an ox- 
amplo to others, to permit her body to 
bo buried iu tho northern plot of tho 
churchyard. 

Tho old woman thought it all over 
for a fow minutes and thon answered, 
"Woll, sir, as you seem to think as ono

WASHINGTON, April 9.— Treasury officials 
aro greatly dispirited over the Supremo 
oourt's deoiaion on tho income tax case, and 
express tho belief that tho net result of tho 
decision will bo tho Iobb of at least 50 por 
cant, of tho expected receipts of tho tax, 
In moBb cities the Iobb will bo far greater 
than this, nothhly tho oity of Washington, 
where the loss is expeoted to roaoh 75 por 
cent. In 1890 the rontod houses in Now 
York city woro nearly 91 por oont. of tho 
wholo. In Hoston it waa 81 per cent. ; in 
Brooklyn and Jeraey City, 81 ; in Cincin- 
nati, 80. In tho other largo cities tho per- 
oentagos ranged down to H6 per cont. ab 
Rochester, Tho total number of rented 
houses in the United Statee in 1890 was 18,- 
120,487, which during tho last five 
years has undoubtedly inoroased very 
materially. Dwellings, however, repre- 
sent only a small part of the 
capital invested in buildings of every 
oharaoter, which produce enormous rentals. 
Comparatively little was expeoted on state, 
county and municipal bonds, but the total 
loss, It is thought, will not fall short of 
$15,000,000 or $20,000,000 for the first year, 
and this loss ia expeoted to inoreaso rather 
than diminish in succeeding years should 
tho law remain unchanged. 

The loss of this revenue, howevor, is not 
the only cause of regrot among tho officials. 
Tho fact that tho oourb was evenly divided 
on the main constitutional question, it is 
expected, will result In almost endleBS liti- 
gation, thus very materially adding to the 
exponBO of collecting the tax. 

NeverthelosB, tho internal revenue ollioials 
will proceed at onco to prepare supple- 
mental regulations to conform to to-day's 
dooision, and from now on until next Mon- 
day, when tho tlmo expiree within which 
returns may be mado, any returns in which 
incomes from rents and bonds are de- 
ducted will be regarded as a full compli- 
ance with the tax. Persons who have 
already mado their returns and paid the 
tax will bo advised of the change in the 
regulations, and as soon as possible the 
proportionate amounts of the tax paid by 
e»cb on rents and bonda will bs refunded 
to them under the genoral law which 
authorizes the commissioner of Internal 
revenue to refund taxes wrongfully col- 
lected. 

It was stated when the decision was rendored 
yesterday that upon the question of whether 
any of its provisions are valid in view of the 
unconstitutionality of part of the law, the 
court is evenly divided, and no opinion 
therefore was expressed on this poinb. 

Mr. JuBtlce Field, who considered the law 
altogether unconstitutional, thus strongly 
denounced It : "I am of the opinion," he 
said, " that no income tsx could be lawfully 
assessed and collected upon the salaries of 
the President or any of the judges who were 
in office ab the time the statute imposing 
tho tax was passed. Here I close my opin- 
ion. I could nob say less in view of ques- 
tions of auoh gravity that go down to the 
very foundation of the government. If the 
provisions of the constitution oan bo set 
aside by an sob of congress where is the 
usurpation to end ! 

" The present assault upon capital is bub 
the beginning. It will be bub the stepping 
stone to others, larger and more sweeping, 
till our political contorts will become a war 
of tho poor ogainst the rich, a war constant- 
ly growing in intensity and bitterness. If 
the court sanctions tho power of discrimina- 
tion in taxation and nullifioB the uniformity 
mandate of tho constitution, it will mark 
tho hour when the sure decadonoo of tho 
prosont form of government will commence, 

" If tho purely arbitrary limitation of 
$4,000 in tho present law can be suatuinod, 
tho limitation of future coDgroases may be 
fixed at a much larger sum, or tho limita- 
tion muy bo dealguated at auch an amount 
aa a board of walking delegates may doom 
necessary. Thero ia no safety in allowing 
tho limitation to bo adjusted except in strict 
compliance with tho mandates of tho con- 
stitution, which requires taxation to bo uni- 
form in oporation and bo far aa practicable, 
in proportion to their property, equal to all 
citizsuB." 



THE SCOURGE OF THE ORIENT. 

Cholera Makes Its Appearance at tlio Jap- 
anese Naval Station of Mojl— Hodb* 
konp; Again Threatened. 

Yesterday's mail by tho Empress of Japan 
givoB tho nows of a torriblo danger which cn 
tho Bailing of tho white linor throatonod 
Southern Japan. Particulars aro containod 
in the apponded extract from a privato lot- 
tor received by Dr. Georgo H. Duncan, 
health officer of this oity, from a fallow pro- 
fesaaonal in Yokohama whoso position places 
him in possession of all tho faots : 

" From tho Soli to tho 19. h of this month," 
f'.ys ihn wrft»v of thb lal*«r f wLloh nsars 
dato of March 29, thero wero oightoon 
casoB apparently of genuine cholera with 
ton dcathB at tho naval station of Mojl, 
Southern Japan, tho disease having evi- 
dently boon imported from China. Most 
aotivo moosurea woro onforcud by the au- 
thoritioB, and thoro has boon no now cases 
Blnco tho 19th instant. I think that tho 
disease has been atampod out for tho 
prcBont. 

" Wo may, however, I fear, look for now 
importations of oholoru, typhus or even 
plague at any time, though oapooially 
atringonb regulationa aro already in foroo 
with tho hopo of controlling tho opidemio 
diaeaaeo whiah are likoly to bo brought by 
tho rotnrning troops and ooolioB. 

" Tho JapanoBo government has within 
tho last throo days reooivod offioial infor- 
mation of tho awakcntofZ of plaguo at Hong- 
kong, though I euppoao with their usual 
blind polioy tho colonial officials will con- 
coal or llo about its proaonce as long as pos- 
siblo. Formal quarantine ogainsb Hongkong 
has nob yob boon doolarod though we aro 
most oarofully inspecting."

The R.M.S. Empress of Japan made a 
longer stay in port than usual on hor arrival 
yeaterdoy afternoon from Yokohama, whioh 
porb she left on Maroh 30. The reason was 
that she had the longoab list of ateerage 
pasaongerB in many months, and two trips 
wore required to be made by the tender 
Mystery In order to transport the Vlotoria 
contingent with tholr baggage to the dook. 
Of^Chineso and Japanese thoro wore in all 
5C7 ; eight distressed soamon from tho seal- 
ing sohooner Vora mado up the intermediate 
list, and there wore forty -five in tho saloon. 
Tho cargo comprised 1,856 tons miscellan- 
eous, tho principal consignments being of 
toa and Bilk. Of the firat-olnss passengers 
Mr. A. S Aldrich, of Yokohama, is making 
a leisurely trip to Europe : Mr. R. H. An- 
drews, tho leading English morobanb of 
Manila, is with his wlfo taking a tour to the 
old land ; Dr. Burton, a missionary dootor 
for somo time past stationod in Hongkong, 
with Mrs. Burton and family and Mr. 
James liurton, has tho same destination 
Mies E. R Churoh is returning home from 
a missionary field ; Mr. Douglas Diok, whom 
everybody knows, haa been enj >ying ono of 
hiB fr< quent journeys into tho Orient; and 
Mrs. Leigh Hunt, of Seattlo, ia homeward 
bound aftor a pleaaanb tour of ilastorn 
lands. Tho other namos appearing on tho 
saloon list aro those of Mr. C. J. L'Est- 
range, for somo timo past attaahed to the 
■ .afi' of "Tho Englishman" in Caloutta, 
and now on his wuy homo to take a posi- 
tion in tho London offico of tho Bame jour- 
nal ; Mr. Arthur Ory, another newajiapor 
worker ; Mr. Agnew, Miaa Alexander, Mr. 
Arakawa, Mr. J. E Evans, Mr. E. J. Fre-

Though it ia 
bo presumed that the mail 
brought by tho EmpresB contains the latest 
tidings from the sealing feet, it has not yet 
had timo to reach the parties addressed, and 
in conBcquenco thero is little to roport to- 
day. Tne Brenda had put back into Yoko- 
hama a faw days before the Empress sailed, 
boing oompollod to do so through boing 
short two hands. A Bailor had dislocated 
his shoulder pullbg the first boat thab was 
lowered from the vessol ; and tho cook had 
been laid up with a sore foot. Capt. C. E 
Locko fearing that ho might bocomo short- 
handed put back to port with the invalids. 
The Brenda had sailed again before the de- 
parture of the Empress. 

THE WEST COAST. 

Not a sealer was sighted or heard from 
by the steamer Maude, which returned to 
port from West CoaBt points last evening. 
Whether hunting or nob the soaling vessels 
are all out at sea and have had fairly good 
weather during tho past week, but for Bump 
time previous, acoording to tho Maude's 
own experiences, they had qui'.o tho con- 
trary. The Maude brought back as cargo 
only 1G barrels of oil from Heiquoib, whioh 
is consigned to Nanalmo. Tne etoamer'o 
passengers woro : Mrs. Feker and children 
and Captain Jones, Albernl ; Mr. NjIboh, 
Kev. Mr. Taib and Georgo Whiteside, 
Clay ooso ; and J. Currlo, San Juan. The 
Maude's crew reporb mining prospects at 
Barclay Sound as looking bright bub show- 
ing no new developments jusb now. Ab 
Secharb the preparation for the working of 
the new iron mine is advancing favorably. 
The mountain side whero the Iron is mined 
is cleared for a considerable area, and the 
new boarding house for tho mino and 
other buildings aro completed.

countries, ia largoly her sound 
flaoal polioy. If by any great mis- 
fortuno tho Liborala woro to got into powor 
whot would thoy do? It ia all very woll for 
them now to declare in glittering gonorali- 
ties for froo trado as thoy havo it In Eng- 
land, but if thoy hod a ohanco to re-adjust 
tho tariff to suit thomsolvos, how 
could they do it 1 Thoy Bay, toko 
out tho olomont of protection and strike 
away tho dutioa on manufactured goodB 
coming into this country, but if thoy did 
bhia it meant direcb taxation ; and thon if 
porchanco a deputation should go to Ottawa 
to ask tho Minister of Finance in a Liberal 
govornmonti for relief, it might happen that 
tho Bame old friend of the wurkingmon, Sir 
Kiohard Cartwright, would again reply 
as he did onco to a doputatlon 
of farmors : "Go homo; eab loaa ; work 
mors," (Laughter and applauBO.) In con- 
cluding, Mr. MoPhillipa roforrod to tho ar- 
rangomonts whioh have boon mado for the 
oonBtruotlon of tho Hudson's Bay railway, a 
lino that will ultimately glvo tho ahortoat 
tran«oontinontal route, and will bo a link in 
tho second groab railroad to span tho Do- 
minion, another monument to t.ho sagaoity, 
foresight and ontorprleo of Canadian states- 
men. (Applauao.) 

Mr. A. Stewart Potts drow attention to 
the four by-elections which aro to tako 



placo on April 17, in Haldimand, Quebec 
West, Vorcheros and Antigonish, which 
will givo the people of t hie province an op- 
portunity of judging whether the boaats of 
the Liberals that tho government is totter- 
ing to its fall are true or not. 

Aid. McLellan deniod emphatically tho 
allegation that the C P.R. or any other rail- 
road corporation could or did control the 
government of Canada or any other govern- 
ment. He did not doubt for a moment 
thtt the C. P. R. would and did 
uao its every influenco to prevent 
tho conatruotlon of the Hudson's Bay rail- 
way, and to provont government aid being 
given to that ontorprlse, but the very foe 
tho government had como forward and as- 
sisted it ia a comploto answer to the charge 
that they are under C. P. R. control. (Ap- 
plauao ) 

Mr. Roper contrasted tho condition of 
,'58,000,000 of froo traders in Great Britain 
fighting the battlo of froo trado with that of 
the 425,000,000 of protected people of all 
other nations of the world. 

Mr. H D. Holmoken, M.P.P., who wbb 
received with groat upplauso, hoped that 
tho members would keop tho work of the 
organization up to tho mark all tho time, 
notwithetatding that the elections might 
bo a long way off, eo that whon the 
timo did come for the Premier to say 
" up and at the onemy " everything would 
bo ready. Ho felt that tho opposition wero 
making tho moat of tho email local iasuea to 
tako tho people away from tho main point, 
and though ho did not in any way wish to 
dotraot from tho importance of tho 
local questions it would be a miB- 
tako to bo carried away by them. 
It had boon hia pleasure la8t week to bo oub 
amongat tho farmers of tho constituency at 
tho mooting held ab Motchosin by the 
Macdonald Club, and it was indeed gratily- 
Ing to eeo how greatly they r?gard the 
efforts that tho ConBervativo party ^ro mak- 
ing in their interest. 

Tho meeting adjournod with cheers for 
Meaara. E»rIo and Prior. Tho next meeting 
will bo hold on Tuesday, April 23. The 
Macdonald Club meotB next Wednesday.
